Sylvester Sager, aged 57

belonging to the Mahoning 
Oil Company and driven by 
Harry L. Fry, of 509 Newell 
avenue, n e a r the Fair 
Grounds on the Harlansburg 
r o a d , Saturday afternoon 
shortly after 4 o ’clock. 
Sager was dead when he reached 
the New Castle hospital, having re­ 
ceived a broken neck. Offutt lived 
until 1:30 Sunday morning, dying 
from the effects of a fractured skul.

THIRTY YEARS’ WAR 


IN THE course of a Commencement Day address at Swarth- 
more College Newton D. Baker, secretary of war during the 
World War, refereed to that world engagement as the second 
“Thirty Years' War." 


He said he had borrowed the expression from General 
Tasker H. Bliss, who, when asked during the war how long it 
would last, said “Thirty years," and then explained that he in­ 
cluded in this period the post-war years of bitterness, hatreds 
and irrationalities engendered by the fighting. 
These, he be­ 
lieved, would live as long as the generation responsible for the 
war. 


That leaves 1 1 more years for the world to forget and 
forgive, for General Bliss was not making a wild guess. 
He was 
up on his history of war and no one knows human nature bet­ 
ter than a soldier. 


If General Bliss erred at all, it was on the near side. 
Fif­ 
teen years have elapsed since the Versailles treaty and Europe is 
still carrying chips on several shoulders and showing no signs of 
either forgetting or forgiving. 
The European nations talk peace 
and sign peace pacts, but always to the accompaniment of war 
rumors and war threats. 


It has been suggested time and again that had the Ver­ 
sailles treaty been an instrument for peace instead of for ven­ 
geance world peace would now be a fact.

HOME RELIEF NEAR 
The prediction in government sources that the agencies to adminis­ 
ter the homeowners’ relief act, signed Tuesday by the president, will be 
in full operation within a month will lift a burden from the minds of 
thousands of owners facing the threat of mortgage foreclosure. 
The new law will be financed by the Home Owners’ Loan corpora­ 
tion, a banking institution with $2,000,000,000 behind it, created for this 
purpose. 
Branches will be established throughout the country to make 
its facilities conveniently available to those in need of its services. 
Only owners of homes which are appraised at $20,000 or less will 
be entitled to the advantages of the act. 
It has been found, however, 
th at 90 per cent of mortgaged homes come within this classification, 
which leaves only a small number unprotected. 
The procedure to be followed in getting relief is simple. The own­ 
er trf a mortgaged home facing foreclosure applies to the nearest branch 
of the loan corporation. 
On his showing that the mortgage and back 
taxes do not amount to more than 80 per cent of the property’s value, 
the bank will trade 4 per cent government bonds for the mortgage and 
allow the owner 15 years to pay off the latter at 5 per cent. In event the 
mortgage holder refuse the bonds, the government will lend the owner 
ill eash 40 per oent of the appraised value of his property and repay­ 
ment of this at 6 per cent may be spread over 15 years. 
The home owner who has no mortgage on his property but who 
needs money for back taxes can obtain a loan for this purpose if the 
taxes do not total more than 40 percent of the appraised value of the 
property, the government taking a first mortgage as security. 
Operation of the law promises to prove among the most bene­ 
ficial of the relief mtasures enacted by congress. 
The first branch of 
the corporation is expected to be opened within a week, with establish­ 
ment of the others being carried cn as rapidly as possible.

At Hi* Home On 
Sunday

Harry H. Zeigler. aged 61, died in­ 
stantly at his home at 216 Spring 
avenue between 11 a. m. and 12 
o’clock Sunday, after sending a bul­ 
let through his forehead. Despond­ 
ency due to ill health is believed to 
have caused the act. 
The incident was quite a shock to 
relatives, 
friends 
and 
neighbors. 
Only in the morning Mr. Zeigler was 
preparing to go to church with his 
wife and nothing was apparently 
wrong with him. Just before church 
time he changed his mind and com­ 
plained of not feeling well and re­ 
mained at home alone. 
After returning home f r o m 
church and failing to find her hus­ 
band in his customary places, Mrs. 
Zeigler instituted a search for him. 
She came to the third floor of their 
home and found her husband pros­ 
trate in a pool of blood. 
Fearing 
that Mr. Zeigler had fallen and hurt 
himself or perilaps cut himself with 
a razor, she immediately called Dr. 
C. M. Iseman. 
It was Efh Iseman who found the 
revolver near the prostrate man’s 
side and the bullet hole in his fore­ 
head and pronounced 
him 
dead. 
County Coroner Orville Potter of 
New Castle was called and after 
making an investigation and a few 
inquiries, rendered a verdict of sui­ 
cide. 
Mrs. Zeigler stated that she 
had never known firearms to be in 
her home and where her husbana 
had acquired the revilver was be­ 
yond her knowledge.

Many States Will 
Not Act Uns Year 


Anti-Saloon League Head 
Issues Call To Dry 
Forces Of Nation 


“ WET” STATES ARE 
VOTING EARLIEST

WASHINGTON, June 19.—In 
a final effort to rally the confi­ 
dence of prohibition forces, F. 
Scott McBride, general super­ 
intendent of the Anti-Saloon 
league, today issued a broad­ 
cast designed to present proof 
that “the drys can and should 
hold more than the number of 
states necessary to prevent re­ 
peal of the 18th amendment.0 
Mr. McBride argued there are 11 
states in which there is no chance 
for a repeal vote this year. He list­ 
ed these as Georgia, Kansas and 
North Dakota “which have definite­ 
ly refused to provide for elections”; 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Virginia “with no legislative sessions 
until 1934”; two states, Colorado and 
Oklahoma, in which “convention 
bills have been vetoed by the gov­ 
ernor”, and South Dakota and Ne 
braska” in which elections will not 
come until November, 1934.” 
Go Over To 1934. 
Failure of 13 states to ratify the 
repeal amendment would be suffi 
clent to prevent repeal. Hence, Mr. 
McBride contends, by holding only 
two states in which repeal may be 
considered this year, the repeal con­ 
test is certain to go over into 1934 
“In 1934,” declared Mr. McBride 
“conditions and circumstances are 
certain to be more favorable to the 
dry side than they have been up to 
the present time. 
The drys coult 
win in 1934. 
“The wets not only brought on the 
elections as quickly as possible to 
take advantage of discontent caused 
by the economic situation, but they 
also fixed the dates for elections in 
the wettest 
states first 
By 1934, 
however, the ground will have defi­ 
nitely 
shifted 
to 
dry 
territory 
and many other vitally important 
changes may be expected to have 
taken place. 
Better Organised. 
“The drys will be much better or­ 
ganized than was possible in the 
short time preceding the elections 
already held. A far larger propor­ 
tion of drys will vote than has been 
the case in states where they believ­ 
ed there was no chance to win. Party 
pressure to get out the wet vote will 
not be as effective after political ap­ 
pointments have been made. 
Beer 
lawlessness in wet states, lawless im­ 
portation of beer into dry states and 
actual proof that beer intensifies 
rather than diminishes the evils of 
the liquor traffic, will arouse senti­ 
ment against repeal.” 
Mr. McBride expressed the belief 
that the drys will be easily able to 


win two of the states in which the 
I repeal issue may be voted on this 
| year. He said that only one of the 
11 states which have already voted 
repeal could have been considered 
dry. while 29 of the 37 states still 
: to vote were under state-wide prohi- 
, bltion when the 18th amendment 
| was adopted. 
One State Really Lost. 
Mr. McBride listed Indiana as the 
only one of the 11 states already 
pledged to repeal “which could have 
been considered dry.” Of the 11, he 
pointed, 
Wisconsin, 
New 
Jersey, 
Rhode Island, Massachusetts, New 
York, Delaware and Illinois were 
wet when national prohibition was 
adopted; Michigan voted wet last 
December, and Nevada in 1926 and 
Wyoming in 1932 voted wet in ad­ 
visory referenda on the 18th amend­ 
ment. Hence, according to Mr. Mc­ 
Bride, losses of the drys on the re­ 
peal issue to date have been con­ 
fined to one state—Indiana. 
Since only six wet states are in­ 
cluded in the number for which elec­ 
tion dates have been definitely fixed 
for 
1933—Connecticut, 
California, 
Vermont, Maryland, Minnesota and 
Pennsylvania—the drys should be 
able to hold many more than the 
necessary two, Mr. McBride argued. 
He ruled that "these facts indicate 
that repeal will be roundly repulsed 
if the drys make the best fight pos­ 
sible under the circumstances to get 
the facts to the people and the dry 
vote into the ballot box.” 


Veterans Of 28th Division 
“Draft”Shannon For Race 


Coal Operators 
Are Waiting For 
New Regulations 


Reports Of Rift Between Oper­ 
ators And Government 
Officials Scotched 


With a vocal vote that echoed up 
and down the Neshannock, the vet­ 
erans of the 28th Division attending 
the reunion at Castle Beach over 
the week end 
“drafted” 
General 
Edward C. Shannon as a candidate 
for the governorship of Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
The “drafting” came in the form 
of a resolution offered by Lieuten­ 
ant William L. Cosel, a former of­ 
ficer of the 111th infantry, one of 
General Shannon’s regiments. In 
t the vets called attention to the 
need for leadership in government 
in Pennsylvania and urged General 
Shannon to anonunce his candidacy 
in the interests of party harmony 
and governmental efficiency. 
There was no oppostion nor was 


any expected for of all the officers 
in the 28th division, it is doubtful 
if there was one more popular than 
“One Yard” Shannon w asw ith his 
men. The admiration for him was 
not confined to the 56th infantry 
Brigade, composed of the 11th and 
112th regiments, but was universal 
in the division. 
General Shannon, or Lieutenant- 
Governor Shannon who is the same 
man, was invited to attend the re­ 
union but could not because of en­ 
gagements on Saturday and Sunday 
in the East. He expressed his re­ 
gret by letter. 
A copy of the resolution asking 
him to run as a candidate for the 
governorship will be sent to General 
Shannon.

Commodities surged ahead with 
stocks. Cotton Jumped $1 a bale and 
wheat 2 cents a bushel. Rubber rose 
sensationally and other staples scored 
substantial gains. Speculative bonds 
were buoyant in the bond market 
while curb and bank 
stocks were 
strong. 
Wall Street’s nervousness which 
resulted from last 
weeks 
drastic 
shakeout was dispelled by the week­ 
end developments and the adminis­ 
tration’s strong stand against stab­ 
ilization of currencies at present.

Resumes Next Week. 
The senate committee resumes its 
banking inquiry next Monday. Then 
it will probe financial affairs of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., with Otto Kahn 
on the witness stand. Later, the in­ 
quiry may be prolonged to include 
Dillon, Read & Co., although some 
members of the committee favor 
postponement of this phase until 
cooler weather. 
Senator Fletcher (D) of Florida, 
committee chairman, revealed that 
the stock market would be probed 
before the investigation is complet­ 
ed. 
He fixed no date for the in­ 
quiry but declared it would be held 
and completed before congress re­ 
turns to session next January. 
The inquiry probably will lead to 
some move for federal supervision of 
the stock exchange.

NEW YORK, June 19 —The coun­ 
try has embarked on the “new deal”. 
All the wore of the last three and 
& half months has been in prepara­ 
tion for this step—a step so momen­ 
tous even its sponsors will not pre- | 
diet the ultimate results. 
Now with congress out of the way 
for seven months, planned economy 
is to be given its trial here on a 
national scale never attempted any­ 
where before, except possibly in 
Russia. 
The American experiment differs 
from the Russian in that it at­ 
tempts to save the machinery for 
capital. 
The Russian idea is to 
eradicate capital. 
Because there is no precedent for 
this step, and because there is no 
historical yardstick that quite fits 


the present case, forecasting is diffi­ 
cult. 
However, there is general agree­ 
ment that for the next 12 months, 
whether the new deal is a perma­ 
nent success or not, business will im­ 
prove and higher stock and com­ 
modity prices will be seen. 
W hat 
happens after that no one—not even 
the planners themselves—will fore­ 
cast. 
This is when the natural forces 
of inflation are expected to step in 
and take the job off the hands of 
the generators of artificial inflation. 
The question is can the planners 
shut off the artificial inflation once 
it is started? 
In the past, artificial inflation, 
once it has taken a firm hold, has 
defied regulation. But those efforts 
lacked the planning, central con­ 
trol and so-called safety checks and 
current program has. So the result 
may be different, as the sponsors 
claim.
